THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY BILL PASSED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Uhitagoe Tribune. 

WasninaTtos, D. C., June 13.—The Japanese 
Indemnity bill has been virtually talked to death 
by its friends in the Senate. It had been passed 
at previous sessions, and the House bill would 
have goue through the Senate without any dif- 
ficulty had Mr. Morgan not insisted on speaking 
at great length in its favor. This attracted 
attention to the bill, and it was found that there 
were grave objections to the paymentof any 
sum beyond the amount which Japan originally 
paid. There were also intimationus that lobbyists 
were indireotly interested in the payment of the 
large interest, and the manner in which this 
charge was met by the friends of the bill did 
not improve its chauces. Today, after Senator 
Blair bad made his speech in favor of his Na- 
tional scheme of education, the Japanese bill 
came up as unfinished business. Senator Mor- 
rill’s amendment directing the payment to 
Japan as a gratuity of $785,000 and the cancel- 
lation of the bonds purchased with the indem- 
nity money ahd its interest was agreed to by a 
vote of 27 to . 

SENATOR HALE’S AMENDMENT 

to sell the bonds known as the Japanese in- 
demnity fund, and to pay the receipts to Japan, 
was voted dows. Several other amendments 
were also defeated—one by Gen. Hawley to pay 
the principal and 5 per ceat lnteremt only iack- 
ing one vote. The bill was then reported from 
the Committee of the Whole to the Senate, 
where the committee’s amendments were con- 
curred in after a renewal of the debate. Mesars. 
Butler, Windom, and Hawley,, when the final 
vote was reached, dec that they could not 
vote for the bill as amended. It was nothing 
more orless than the donation of a gratuity to 
Japan from the Treasury of the United States. 
lf the money taken from Japan did not 
lawfully belong to the United States it shouid 
all be returned. if it was bonorabiy the prop- 
erty of the United States it was an insult to 
Japan to donate a of it as a gratuity. It 
was nearly 6 o'clock before a fi vote was 
reached, when the billas amended was passed 
by a vote of % yeas against d nays. Senator

THE BANK-CHARTER EXTENSION BILL 


was referred back to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee early this afternoon, and was reported 
back again to the Senate by Senator Allison this 
evening with the Sherman and Allison amend- 
ments incorporated in the bill as addiuonal 
sections.

LIKELY TO AVAIL THEMSELVES OF FIRST. 


Among the reasons which underlie these two 
umendmeuts is the desire to provide against un- 
due stringency in the money market. Predic- 
tions were freely made when the Commission 
bill was under consideration that a three-months’ 
session of Congress would not be sufficient time 
in which to perfect so important a measure as a 
general Tanf bili.

ROSECRANS’ VIEWS. 

HE ATTRIBUTES HIS DOWNFALL TO GAR- 
FIELD RATHER THAN TO CHICKAMAUGA. 
Nvec tal Dirpatch to The Chacago Tribun-. 

Wasuinofon, D. C., June 13.—Gen. Rosecrans 
was asked thisevening if he had anything to 
say in regard tu the recently- published letters of 
Gen. Garfield to Secretary Chase. He replied: 
It is a very grave subject, and one that is pain- 
ful to me to discuss; but as these letters have 
been given such wide publicity, and as there 
appears tobe nodoubt of their having been 
writted by Gen. Garfield, I have no objection to 
stating what I know of them and the matters 
which they cover.“ Taking upa copy of a news- 
paper in which the correspondence appears, the 
General pointed to Gartield’s letter to bim of 
the date of Jan. 19, 1880, and said: There are 

TWO POINTS 
in this letter to which | want to call attention. 
It wasa reply to a brief note of mine calling his 
attention to the charge made by Dana in the 
Sun that my removal from the command of the 
Army of the Cumberland was the direct result 
of a private letter which he bad written to Sec- 
retary Chase. In my note, written a day or two 
after the charges appeared, I told him I did not 
wish him then to engage in any controversy that 
might embarrass him in his Senatorial fight, but 
I would be glad to have bim deny the charge at 
aneafiy day. in his reply Garfield makes 
TOO MANY PROTESTATIONS. 
He speaks of having had an interview with Sec- 
retary Stanton at Louisville, and of having re- 
buked him for his denunciations of me, and of 
having earnestly defended me against Stanton’s 
assaults. He also asserts that Chase had written 
him while be was my Chief-of-Staf in regard to 
the progress of the War. Now it appears 
that, instead of Chase writing to Gar- 
field, it was Garfiela writing to Chase 
in regard to the progress of the War. Garfield 
came to me bearing letters of introduction from 
valued friends. I had met him once in Colum- 
bus and knew he had been a State Senator, but 
he never told me he bad been elected a Repre- 
sentative in Congress. I treated him with the 
utmost courtesy and with almost paternal con- 
sideration, because I thought I saw ian hima 
young man interested heart and soul in the suc- 
cess of our army. But he states

when be says in his letter to Chase that I offered 
him a division.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Small- rox Scourgiug the North west. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune 

Sr. Paul, Mion., June . — A special to the 
Pioneer-Press from Salem, Dak., says: Six 
cases of small-pox have just developed at 
Bridgewater, on the liae of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul extension. The disease was cOmmunicated 
to that community by Mrs. Grifiths, who 
stopped in the town over night on ber way west 
from Mitchell. The Town of Salem has been 
quarantined against Bridgewater, and a pest- 
house is in course of construction at 
Bridgewater. No trains are allowed to 
stop at the infected town, and no mail is taken 
from the town. One new case is ro- 
ported tonight, but the community is 
now so isolated that no commubpication can be 
had.” There are also a half-dozen cases in 
Minneapolis, and many more are imminent 
from the gross carelesness manifested in caring 
for the patients. A patient named Soda was 
locked up in bis house, but escaped, and is sup- 
posed to be still at large, Spreading the conta- 
gion. The case at the Crowe residence has ore- 
ated quite ascare. It is reported that over 100 
persons were exposed through negligence on 
the part of Mrs. Crowe. It seems that she had 
passed through a siege of small-pox while in 
Canada. and when Mr. Crowe was taken down 
she at first attempted to take care of the pa- 
ttent at ber house without notifying the 
authorities or warning e from visiting 
the house, For ture days r Mr. Crowe was 
coatiped to his bed visitors were frequently in 
the use, as also were children who attended 
the Webster school. The result has been a gen- 
eral scare and a thorou vaccination througb- 
out that neighborh Children were taken 
out of school by their paréuts, until the Wevster 
school, a five-room building, accommodating 
about 225 pupils, was deser and the building 
now remains closed. Two children in the vicin- 
ty of the Crowe residence are believed to be in- 
fected, and developments are watched with 
mucb anxiety. In the north gase there are two 
people sick with the disease in the house, and 
thirty-five or more children iu the immediate 
vieinity, allof whom are believed to have been 
more or less exposed. So far but very few fa- 
talities have atteaded the course of the disease.

RALEIGn, N. C., June 13.—Most of the del- 
egates to the State Republican Convenuon 
which meets here tomorrow have arrived. That 
body will be composed of 240 members, among 
whom are a considerable number of negroes. 

These are forthe most part from the eastern

assembled in Staunton, Va., in 1879, these dark- 
skinned statesmen are ail quartered at a board- 
ing-house kept by persons of their own race. 

The work to be done by this convention is to

Republicans are alvided. There is some opposi- 

tion among members of the latter party, es- 

ially some old-fashioned officehoiders who 
ave held Federal positions under the Govern- 

ment since the close of the War, to any alliance 
with their oldevemies. Thiswpposition is not 
organized, and at present does not apper at all 
formidabk. Even those who are friendly 
to it admit that if the convention tomorrow 
indorses the coalition they will quietly submit.

Grex. SHERIDAN neyer received a higher 
compliment than when the solid vote of the 
Southern Democrats in Congress was cast 
in favor of fixing the age for retirement of 
army Officers at 64 years, instead of 62 years, 
upon the avowed ground that Sheridan 
would thus be kept out of the chief com- 
mand ot the army some two years longer. It 
was probably not that they hate Sherman 
less, but Sheridan more, that the ex-Confed- 
erates voted this way.

Tue sense of responsibility is wofully 
lacking in Congress. No better illustration 
of the fact can be cited than the considera- 
tion accorded at this late day in the Senate 
to the proposition made by Brown, of 
Georgia, that every Senator shall be allowed 
a private secretary atacost of $1,200 a year 
each, to be paid out of the public revenues 
from taxation. It is a proposition that should 
never have been made, and especially by a 
Senator who is reputed te be rich; but cer- 
tainly it ought to be. excluded from consid- 
eration at a time when it is doubted whether 
the necessary public business can be finished 
before the end of the session. The adoption 
of Brown’s suggestion would impose an 
additional cost of $500,000 upon the peo. 
ple for the annual maintenance of 
Congress, for Senators cannot secure pri-

without giving members of the Housé the 
same privilege. Honors and perquisits’ must 
always be easy between the two Houses.

THE NEW FINANCE BILL. 

The Senate Finance Committee recalled 
from the calendar yesterday the amended 
House bill to enable National-banking asso- 
ciations to extend their corporate existence, 
and inserted initas part of the committee 
bili both the Allison and Sherman aimend- 
ments. These provisions, since they have 
been adopted by the committee, are so im- 
portant that we deem them worthy of. literal 
reprint. The Allison amendment is as fol- 
lows: 

Add as a new section the following: 

Sec. 10. That National-banking associations 
now existing, or hereafter organized under ex- 
isting laws, or extended as provided by this act, 
may deposit gold coin with tne Treasurer or any 
Assistant Treasurer of the United States as se- 
curity for and with a viewto obtain circulating 
notes thereon, and shall receive from the Treas- 
urer or Assistant Treasurer a certificate for the 
amount so deposited, which certificate may be 
transmitted to the Controller of the Currency, 
who shall issue to the bank making such deposit 
circulating notes equal to the amount of coin de- 
posited. Such notes shall have designation on 
their face, “secured by deposit of gold coin,“ 
but in other respects shall be similar to the 
notes issued as provided in tuis act; provided, 
that circuiating notes outstanding At any one 
tune for such deposit and the circulating notes 
outstanding on the deposit of bonds of the 
United States shall not, in the aggregate, ex- 
ceed the capital stock of such bank; and pro- 
vided further, that an amount of coip equal te 
the coin thus deposited shall be held as a re- 
demptiou fund for the redemption of the notes 
issued thereon. Aud the association mak 
such deposit shall not be required to provide 
the per cenotum reguired by See. 3 
of the act of June 20. 1874, entitled “An 
act fixing amount of United States 

viding for redistribution of the Na- 
tionai-Dank currency, and for other purposes, 
on account of the circulation received on such 


8 by law, unless a new deposit is made, 
u which event they ve reissued to such 
bank. And no tax shall be assessed or collected 
upon such circulations, aud. except as herein 
provided, said notes shall have all the privile 
and be subject to all the limitations prescri 
by law for National-bank Circulation. 

The Sherman amendment is as follows: 


That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized to receive at the ‘Treasury an 
bonds of the United States bearing 3% per ce 
interest, and to issue in exchange therefor an 

amount of registered bonds of the United 
States of tne denominations of $50, $100, $500, 
$1,000, and $10,000 of such form as he may 
prescribe, advancing interest at the rate of 3 
— cent per annum, payable quarterly at the 
reasury of the United States. Such bonds shall 


be exem pt from alli taxation by or under the State 


authority, and be payable at the pleasure of the 
United States; provided that the bonds herein 
authorized shall not be called in and paid so long 
as any bonds of the United States heretofore is- 
sued ring a higber rate of interest than 3 per 
cent, and which Shall be redeemable at the 
pleasure of the United States, shail be out- 
standing aud uncalled. The last of the éaid 
bonds originally issued and the substitutes un- 
der this act shail be first called in, and this order 
of payment shall be followed until all shall have 
been paid. 


The reasoning which induced Messrs. 
Sherman and Allison to propose those 
amendments, and which finally prevailed 
upon the Finance Committee to incorporate 
them in the bill, was as follows: The Tariff 
Commission will not be able to report a plan 
of tax reduction in time for favorable action 
at the next session. Allowing for a liberal 
policy with reference to the navy and speedy 
payment of the arrears of pensions, it seems 
probable that the surplus for several years 
will amount to more than $50,000,000 per 
annum. Senator Allison is. reported to 
have said that in his judgment un- 
less there shall be some change in 
the policy of the Government all the out- 
standing bonds on which cireulation can 
profitably be based will be called in by 1887. 
No new eireulation can be taken out on the se- 
curity of 4 or 4½ ber cent bonds without loss 
to the banks: The absolute retirement of all 
the extended bonds must therefore result 
in a sudden and violent contracnon of the 
currency unless some substitute for them is 
provided. The object of the Allison and 
Sherman amendments is to provide 
such a substitute. The Allison -amend- 
ment will authorize the issue of Na- 
tional-bank currency based upon gold 


} certificates, which in turn shall be secured 


» ridiculous. 


This currency would be unobjectionabie. It 


would be better than Bank-of-Engiand notes. 
The world has never known sounder money, 
and, in the nature of things, a safer currency 
could not exist. The Sherman amendment 
will work in the same direction by delaying 
the redemption of the bonds held by the banks 
as security for cireulation. It i@vident that 
the ordinary holders of 34¢ per cents will not 
voluntarily exchange them for 3 per cents 
which are subject to call at any time. The 
banks alone may be induced to make this 
exchange for the sake of having bonds that 
shall run for a longer period than the 3}¢ per 
cents. It they should do this these bonds 
would be called last, and the currency would 
not be disturbed, at least for two or three 
years. 

The bill has been remodeled in the Senate 
in such a way that it has ceased to be merely 
a measure for the extension of Natonal- 
bank charters, It has/become a great 
ffnance bill, and as such will have an im- 
pertance second to that of no other measure 


‘introduced in this Congress. 


— 
AMENDMENTS TO THE NATIONAL-BANK 
BILL. 


We have heretofore referred to amend- 
ments in the House bill to extend the Na- 
tional-bank charters proposed by the Senate 
Finance Committee, but they are worthy of 
recapltulation in connection with the Sher- 
man and Allison amendments elsewhere re- 
ferred to, which were yesterday incorporated 
in the bill. 

The Senate Committee has added to the 
first section authorizing the extension of 
charters for twenty years the phrase, un- 
less herexnfter modified or repealed ”’; so that 
Congress shail have power over the subject 
at any time. In Sec. 3, the provision that 
the Controller of the Ourrency “ may” cause 
a special examination of banks applying for 
a renewal of charters to be made is changed 
by the substitution of “shall” for “mdy.” 
The examination is thus made mandatory, 
and the banks referred to bear the expense 
of it. 

Sec. 4, concerning the bringing of suits by 
and against National-banking associations in 
the State courts is amended by the insertion 
of the following language: 


And, provided further, that no attachment, 
injunction, or execuiion shall be issued against 
such Natiodal-banking association og its prop- 
erty before final judgment lu auy suit, action, 
or proceeding in any State, County, or Munici- 
pal Court. 

In Sec. 5 itis provided that the value of 
shares held by the dissenting shareholders 
shailgafter appraisal, be “forthwith paid,” 
instead of being “ deemed a debt until paid.” 

In Sec. 6 the following new language is in- 
serted : 

At che end of three years from the date of the 
extension of the corporate existence of each 
bauk, the association so extended shall deposit 
lawful money with the Treasurer of the United 
States suflicient to redeem the remainder ot the 
circulation which was outstanding at the date 
of its extension, and the expenses of redeeming 
National-bank notes shall be assessed upon 
each bank in proportion to the average amount 
of circulating notes outstanding for the year 
previous to the date of the assessment as deter- 
mined from the reportsof the bank, and this 
provision shall apply to the circulation of Na- 
tional banks iu process of liquidation. 

The effect of this amendment will be to 
cause the banks to redeem all their old cir- 
culation at the expiration of three years from 
date of their reorganization. 

In Sec. 8it is provided that reorganized 
banks shall be subject to assessments for the 
cost of transporting and redeeming notes in 
the manner specified in the act of 1874. 

In Sec. 9 the requirement of the Houss 


bill that banks shall give ninety days’ notice 


of an intention to withdraw circulation is 


stricken out, and the following is inserted in 
lieu thereof: 


Any National-banking association is author- 
ized to depusit lawful oe and withdraw a 
proportiouste amount of e bonds held as 
security tor its circulating notes in the order of 
such deposits, and no National-bask which 
makes any depasit of lawful money in order to 
withdraw its circulating notes shall be entitled 
to receive any increase of its circulation for the 
period of six months from the time it made such 
— * of lawful money for the purpose afore- 
said; provided, that not more than three [in- 
stead of five iu the House bill) millions of lawful 
mouey shall be deposited during amy calendar 
mouth for this purpose. 


These amendments, in addition to the 
Allison and Sherman amendments, embrace 
the changes made in the House bill by the 
Senate Committee. They are radical, and 
may endanger the bill in the House. If it 
were not for this objection, however, their 
wisdom and expediency would be un- 
doubted, as they materially improve and 
strengthen the bill. 

GUITEAU. 

It is evident that Guiteau and his.counsel 
have abandoned all hope of securing judicial 
intervention to stay the execution of the 
sentence of death which has been passed 
upon the assasin. Their only reliance 1s now 
upon the President’s clemency, whether for 
a pardon ora respit. There is no reason to 
suppose that Mr. Arthur will interfere. A 
respit would be a useless and unkind pro- 
longation of the agony, and a pardon coming 
from the man who succeeded to the Presi- 
dency through Guitean’s murderous act 
would seem to be out of the question. 

Guiteau should be hanged on the day ap- 
pointed, since hangimg is the lawful means 
for ridding the world of convicted murder- 
ers; if there were a speedier and less dis- 
gusting way of accomplishing the purpose 
nobody would object to it. But Guiteau 
should not be permitted to live. It is not 
necessary to take a bloodthirsty view of the 
case in order to reach that conclusion. 
There is ho longer any widespread senti- 
ment of revenge which suggests the taking of 
Gulteau's life. No theory of compensation for 
the death of President Garfield can enter into 
the demand for Guiteau’s lite; that would be 
His execution is not exacted on 
the Mosaic doctrine of an eye for an eye, 3 
tooth for a tooth, and a life for a life. Even 
the theory of punishment is not borne out by 
the few minutes of physical suffering on the 
gallows, nor the mental anguish that must 
precede the execution of the sentence, for all 
this cannot compare with the torture which 
Guiteau’s victim endured for long months, 
ner the sorrow inflicted upon a whole Na- 
tion. There is nothing left to the case but a 
sense of bare justice demanding that this as- 
sasin shall be blotted from the face of the 
earth as a reliet to which mankind is enti- 
tled and as a warhing to depraved persons in 
the future that a crime of such enormity as 
that which Guiteau committed is sure to be 
followed by condign punishment. The hang- 
ing of Guiteau should be regarded simply as 
an emollient and deterrent-—-satisfying pub- 
lic sentiment, and perhaps serving in a meas- 
ure to restrain the murderous propensity 
that may be developed in the future under 
similar circumstances. 

The extent of Guiteau's insanity is not ma- 
terial to the issue of hanging once it has 
been fully demonstrated that the act of assas- 
ination was not the impulse of acrazed con- 
dition, but the deliberate execution of a weil- 
matured plan, followed by an intelligent ef- 
fort to avert the lawfulconsequences. Every- 


body is more or less insane on certain sub- 


jects or at certain times, and no man would 


eseape folly or crime if he did not overcome 


inclinations that sometimes seize upon him. 
Guitea@ is one of those who never seek to 
restrain their vicious impulses, but induige 
them to the injury of others throughout their 
entire lives. If this habit led him finally to 
encourage the inclination to kill President 
Garfield, which grew out of a spirit of re- 
sentment or even a false sense of duty to 
faction, he knew just the same that the act 
was unlawful, and he had the power to con- 
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so, he committed a heinous 


tect itself so far as possible from a fepetition 
of such villainy. There ate other men who are 
disposed to humor vicieus tendencies and to 
coddle wieked thoughts until they begin to 


able. Such persons must ‘be taught that the 
indulgence of such a habit is perilous, The 
general conviction that death is certain to 
follow the unlawful taking of human lite is 
the safest protection that ean be provided 
against the crime of murder, and it is more 
important that the rule should be rigidly 
enforced when the hand of violence is di- 
rected against public officers than in any 
other case. 

The hanging of Guiteau under the proc- 
esses Of law is the most humanitarian solu- 
tion of the great trouble which he forced 
upon the American people, It should be 
done quietly, expeditiously, and without 
show. The world is entitled to the well- 
earned privilege of forgetting Guiteau. His 
existence is of no consequence; his non-ex- 
istence will bea great relief to the public. 
No self-convictéd assasin ever enjoyed so 
much protection against the passions of an 
outraged public, nor such abundant re- 
sources of defense. The time is how near at 
hand when the rights of society must be 
vindicated, and the only atonement which it 
is possible to exact from Gyiteau is his dis- 
ap ce from the face of the earth. 

THE GRIP-CAR. 

Dickens tells us that young Barnaby had 
a raven called Grip which used to astonish 
its company while amusing itself by utter- 
ing the words, “I’m a devil.” Our Chicago 
grip does not use bad language itself, but it 
is the cause of, or excuse for, much bad 
language by not a few well-meaning people. 
The ladies and those of the sterner sex who 
belong to the church simply look unutterabie 
things as the deep rumble of the cable and the 
tinkie of the bell supply tne music of what 
is to them a “gong without words.“ 

We are not now about te find fault with 
the accident phase of the grip-car. The oc- 
carrence of loss of life and mangled limb 
has been far more frequent than. was neces- 
sary. But the officers of the company are 
diligently exerting themseives to prevent 
these painful episodes in the future, and 
have already adopted several valuable im- 
provements tending te that consummation. 
But there is another evil which seems to be 
growing instead of decreasing. We allude 
to the annoyance suffered in trying to get on 
or off the cars. The signal to stop, when 
given near the rear of the train, has to be 
transmitted through the intermediate con- 
ductors. When one of them is occupied, 
as is often the case, the cars have 
proceeded somet ing like half a block 
before the grip is loosened, and go 
nearly another half block by the time the 
cars come toastop. The would-be passen- 
ger is thus left far behind, or is carried far 
beyond the intended halting place. The 
former evil is really much the worst of the 
two. Those who are not able to jump on the 
car in motion, at the risk of being run over 
by other vehicles, stand a very poor chance, 
especially when the conductors are collect- 
ing fares. One can scareely take a tripaiong 
State street without seeing at least half a 
dozen ladies gesticulating iu vain for notice 
by the autocrats of the grip-cars. In not a 
few cases the train stops only when the party 
signalling is so far behind as to be lost in 
the crowd, and the train starts again before 
the pedestrian can accomplish the inter val 
on foot. 

Now, this is an unmitigated nuisance, 
which imperatlvely demands a remedy. 
Were the rule to stop only at the farther 
side of a street-crossing rigidly enforced the 
public would ohn become used to it; but 
even that would be a great evil, especially in 
miry weather. There would then be a forced 
walk of many yards through the mud to and 
from the forward cars. The mischief can 
only be remedied by abolishing the train sys- 
tem, and allowing only one other car to be 
drawn by each gripcar. This would in- 
volve the employment of a greater number 
of the latter than now, and would necessi- 
tate the transfer of some passengere at 
Archer avenue and Twenty-second street till 
the extra grips could be obtained. This, 
however, would be a great improvement on 
the present plan, besides covering another 
point not yet named. The cabie line is now 
running trains by steam through the public 
streets of the city, and ataspeed which is 
theoretically forbidden to the other railroad 
companies. This fact at onee enormously 
increases the danger of accidents, and ex- 
poses the company to excessive damages in 
every case where the fact is proven to an 
intelligent jury.” 

We are well aware that the company is 
laboring under the disadvantage of carrying 
on its State street line a large number of 
passengers who will trayel on Wabash ave- 
nue when that thoroughfare is open to the 
cable-car. Some lack of convenience must 
be expected till then, and would be borne 
patiently by all the considerate patrons of 
the company. There can be no doubt that 
the officers are doing their best, as they un- 
derstand it, to meet current difficulties, and 
are pleased to receive suggestions which 
tend to make the task easier. In the direc- 
tion mentioned there is a great difficulty and 
a very grave responsibility. The former 
would certainly not be increased by the 
change we have proposed, and the latter 
would be very much lessened. Of the two 
sides to this question one is undoubtedly 
much more weighty than the other. 
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HOW TO FILL THE VIA COMMISSION. 

The President appears to be in a muddle 
as to the appointment of the Utah Commis- 
sion, which is required of him under the re- 
cent polygamy legislation adopted by Con- 
gréss. The bill passed some time sitice, but 
the Gommissioners remain unappointed and. 
the President declines to appoint, first, be- 
cause he thinks the salary of $3,000 is too 
small for such men as ought to beappointed, 
and, second, because there is no appropria- 
tion made by the House with which to pay 
the salaries, big or small. As the Speaker of 
the House ruled that the bill involved no ap- 
propriation because the Utah Legislature 
was expected to foot the bills, and as the op- 
ponents of the measure will argue that un- 
der such a ruling no appropriation can be 
made, and as the President will not appoint 
until an appropriation is made, the latter 
would seem to be iwann embarrassment and 
the billin a predicament. It is possible, 
however, to rescue both, and that without 
making an appropriation... | 

Miss Pheebe Couzina, a lawer of excellent 
repute and ability, was one of the first to 
make application for an appointment on the 
commisajon after the passage of the bill.

They would make it hot forpolygamy before 
they had been there a week. They would 
shake up the weaker vessels in the

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the people of the United States and advan- 
cing upon them in solid column. No assem- 
blage of men has yet been found with suf- 
ficient courage to encounter any one of them 
when there was fire in her eye and her blood 
was up. Theréis not masculinity enough 
in all Utah te withstand five of them, es- 
pecially when that masculinity represents 
everything in the oppression of woman 
against which they have been fighting so 
long. 

There is an element of danger in the ap 
pointment of men on this commission which 
has not been sufficiently considered by the 
President, nor did it even occur to Congress 
in its discussion of the bill pending its pas- 
sage. There is no certainty that any five 
men who should be appointed and goto Utah 
could resist the blandishments of a Mormon 
harem or the temptation to set up seraglios 
for themselves, as they would unquestionably 
be allowed to take their pick of the newly- 
arrived houris or even recruit from harems 
of old and well-established reputation, pro- 
vided they would agree not to interfere with 
the practices of the Mormon Church. It 
may be that there are men who cotid be 
trusted, but until the experiment has been 
tried these men cannot be located with any cer- 
tainty. There is nothing to indicate that every 
one of the five would not be sealed over and 
over again according to the Mormon ritual. 
and be established at the head of a flourish- 
in@seraglio before he had been there a week. 
It is a risk that ought not to be run, a temp- 
tation that ought not to be thrown in the way 
of any five male patriots. Nosuch danger 
need be apprehended in the case of the five 
ladies whom we have mentioned. They 
would shed masculine blandishments as a 
duck sheds water. The patriarchal beauty 
and the wheedling tongues of the Mormon 
Elders would have no effect, and the luck- 
less, much-married male beings who should 
seek to attract them into harems would 
never attempt it a second time. it would 
not take long for even the most stupid Mor- 
mon to realize that they understood him and 
how te manage him, and that they were ex- 
perienced in the business. Human nat- 
ure is human nature everywhere, especially 
when it is of the masculine persuasion, 
and armed and authorized as agents of the 
United States, that portion of human nature 
resident in Utah would get a more radical 
shaking up from these five ladies than it 
would from five hundred men. Give them a 
chance at least, and if they succeed in root- 
ing out polygamy and establishing moral de- 
ceney among the Mormons, then set them up 
in good style in Utah and give them the eleet- 
oral franchise. They will not have to break 
the Utah women in, as they have had the 
franchise so long that they have learned how 
to vote. At least give them an opportunity 
to show what they can do, and if they need 
an escort let Senator Christiancy go along as 
one sufficiently tested in the furnace to be 
proof against any sympathy with Mormon 


iniquities. 
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OUR INCOMPLETE NAVY. 

The Secretary of the Navy has communi- 
cated some information to Congress on the 
subject of certain monitor ships of war up- 
on which considerable .money has been ex- 
pended, but, the vessels being incomplete, is 
iu danger of being wasted. This incomplete 
fleet of vessels, with the amounts already 
expended on each, 
named in the following list:

That expenditure has already been made, 
and the Secretary claims that the question is 
whether this sum of $3,528,580 shall be 
wasted by allowing these vessels to go to 
ruin, or whether $4,287,836 additional shall 
be expended to coniplete them and put them 
afloat. The cost of finishing these vessels, 
according to the views of the present Secre- 
tary of the Navy, will be as follows:

Something less than one-half the cost has 
already been expended. It uns that the 
original armor of the vessels Was iron, and 
fo? this it is proposed to substitute steel. 
The Mlantonoman is so near completion that 
it seems to be willful waste not to goon and 
complete it. These five vessels can certainly 
be put afloat at half the additional cost that 
it will take to construct an equal number of 
other vessels. it is true that class of vessels 
are no longer considered as desirable as they 
were when originally designed, but it is bet- 
ter to go on with them to completion. All 
work has been suspended on them for more 
than five years, andevery suggestion of econ- 
omy is in favor of their early completion. 
The costlySmachinery of the Miantonomah 
is already in the vessel, and the change of 
armor is all that is needed to have her ready 
for sea. It is claimed, moreover, that these 
tive vessels when completed for service will 
be superior to any other vessels of their class 
now in use in the world. 

We know that expenditures for naval pur- 
poses are not popular. The long decay of 
the vessels of the navy has not been a matter 
of National grief. From 180% to 1873 there 
was a.system of repairs and reconstruction 
adopted by the Navy Department which, 
however, was carried on so wastefully and 
so extravagantly as to bring it under thesus- 
picion of being tainted with corruption. It 
became so odious, however, that publigopin- 
ion foreed its abandonment, and some of 
those actively ehgaged in it have rested un- 
der a reproach ever since. The want of a 
navy, or the desirableness ofa new navy, is 
one of those questions on which public opin- 
ion has long been divided. The policy of 
the United States is peace, and the power and 
magnitude of our Government are so well 
recognized that no one antigipages a foreign 
war as inciuded in any of the possibilities— 
certainly not a war in which we would 
want a navy to be used in foreign 
waters. The only need of a navy is for the 
detquse of our own coast from an invading 
fieet. It is confidently assumed that coast 
defenses, fully equal in efficiency to any de- 


tense that could be rendered by a navy, can 


readily be supplied on short notice when- 
ever required, and there has been a general 
sentiment that all schemes to build anew 
and extensive navy have had for their mo- 
tive the mere expenditure of National rev- 
enue to give jobs to contractors out of work. 
The delay in the construction of naval ships 
has also been regarded as an advantage, be- 
cause during the last fifteen years other na- 
tions have been experimenting naval 
architecture, result in the abandenment 
of many plans and improvements in others. 
The change from iron to steel in the armor 
of these mouitors is regarded as the result of 
the experience gained during these five years 
that work has been suspended on them. 

The Treasury, however, Is now overfiow- 
ing, and it seems the deliberate policy of 
Congress and of both parties to continue 
the excessive taxation until it brings about 
another season of financial disaster and dis- 
tress. In the meantime, while the surplus

pletion of these five monitots offers a pre- 
text for the expenditure of $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 to put these vessels afloat, 
and. by the time that money has been put in 
course of expenditure a larger echeme—that 
of building whole fleets of cruisers to visit all 
parts of the globe, showing the starry 
flag of the Nation and the handsome 
uniforms of the “gallant sailors ’—will 
be inaugurated. It is altogether wise, we 
think, before ordering the construction of 
ten or twenty vessels of the navy for a gen- 
eral display of the National power and great- 
ness that these five monitors, all waiting a 
half-million dollars each to put them afloat, 
should have the armor put on their hulls 
and the machinery put on board. Let them 
be completed and put out bt the way, and, if 
the Treasury continues to overflow. then let 
the orders be given for the new navy which 
is to spread the fame, and the glory, and the 
power of the United States to alf parts of the 
habitable earth.

The Parisian 
milkman does not even respect the officiaily 
sealed bottles and jars, but carries a brazier and 
a thin knife, with the latter of which, when it bas 
been duly heated, he removes the seal. replacing 
it after watering the milk in the receptacle to the 
liberal amount of 50 per cent, 


Paris, like London, now boasts of a wax- 
work show; but, being Paris, it calls it a 
museum. The Musée Grevin, to give it its im- 
posing title, occupies what was ones the wen- 
known Café de Mulhouse. A great deal of 
money and taste has been expended on the 
decoration of the building, whieh indeed has 
beea made so spiendid that it almdst blinds one 
to the merits of the show, Unlike Mme. Tus- 
saud's, the Musée Grevin is exclusively devoted 
to contemporary lions. Among the more re- 
markabie features in the museum are life-size 
but not altogether life-like figures of Gambetta, 
Grévy, Victor Hugo, the Emperors of Germany 
and Austria, ot Rochefort (very m surprised 
to find himself reading a royalist paper), Sarah 
Bernhardt resting ia her studio, Gounod and 
Massenet at the piano. eto. Down- stairs, in a 
kind of crypt, is an élaburate reproduction of 
the Czar lying in state. There is 4 rather poor 
presentment of Garueld's assasination, and 4 
decidedly clever series of episodes in the history 
of a murderer from the moment of committing 
the crime to bis execution at La KMoguette. 
Garibaldi will shortly be added to the collection. 


A MEDIEVAL dinner was given three weeks 
ao ia Basie in honor of the medieval collection 
in that city, and to augment itg funds. The 
guests, 120 in number, were summoned by the 
blare of trumpets to the table, which was 
spiendid with old plate and drinkutg vessels 
loahed by the venerabié gulids of the city. The 
first course was beer soup of the Middle Ages, 
and the last was “gofren™ and “saedisbrod,” 
baked after the models exhibited in early Ger- 
man pictures. Wine of the Middie Ages was 
not te be had, but a loving-cup of Markgrafter 
of the vintage of 1715 was sent round the table. 
Two plianofortes made in the years 1720 and 1750 
furnished the accompauiments to the sougs,ina 
u tone “remarkabiy tin, but at the same time 
exceedingly tender and refined.’’ The guests 
wore modern garments, but the servants were 
appropriately dressed, and the furniture of the 
hail and the decorations of the table, to the 
smallest detail, were conscientious reproduc- 
tions of the Middle Ages. 

New Lom Heraid: The returns for 
the month of May of the business on the Erie 
Canal make an excellent showing as compared 
with those for a corresponding period & year 
ago. The tolls collected were, in round figures, 
$44,000. In May, 1881, (hey were $33,000. The boats 
cleared this year were 836. In May of last year 
they were only S1.

LONDON, June 13.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
stated that the Government informed Malet, the 
British Consul-General ia Egypt, that it thinks 
bis piace is with the Khedive at Alexandria.

Riotous Proceedings of Several 
Thousand Strikers at Cleve- 
land, O. 


A Gang of Non-Union Men and 
Their Police Escort At- 
tacked, 


Several Officers Severely Injured, and 
Members of the Mob Unmerci- 
fully Olubbed. 


Riotous Proceedings by the Strikers at 
Cleveland, 0.—Neou-Union Men and 
Police Assaulted and Maltreated.

CLEVELAND, O., June 13.—The trouble at the 
iron mills in the Bighteenth Ward culminated 
in a riot tonight when the men quit work. 
Part of the workmen—perhaps 200—were taken 
from the mills in box-cars on the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg HKailway. whose tracks run directly 
in the yards of the milis. Another squad of 
workmen numbermg about 100 were to be es- 
eorted to street-cars and omnibuses. These and 
the squads of police escorting them were at- 
tacked. An immense crowd of strikers, with 
women and children, nimbering no less than 
7,006, filled the street through which the work- 
men were to pass. As they reached an ele- 
vated point on the march, about half-way be- 
tween the mills and street-cars, 
THE RIOT WAS BEGUN BY THE STRIKERS. 
A shower of stones and cinders were hurled at 
the laborers and police. The fusiliade continued 
without abatement until the workmen neared 
the cars which were standing in readiness for 
them. Atthis point the mob made a rush to 
prevent the laborers from boarding the vehicles. 
The police, intent on protecting the men in their 
care, were unmindful of danger or injury. 
Seizing the bewildered and frightened working- 
men from — 1 1＋ . clutches of the angry mob 
that surrounded them, while the shower of mis- 
siles grew heavier and more dangerous, they 
cleared the way with their clubs and thrust the 
men into the cars. It was 

A HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT 
with the mob. After the cars bad started 
they fired a parting volley of stones after them, 
smashing the windows and injuring the inmaces. 
The police then came in for attention, and * 
them the rage of the mob was vented. But 
they rallied as soon as, possible, and, freed from 
the care of the mill men, cicared the streets, 
and soon dispersed their assailants. Detective 
Lawrenee, Capt. Hoeha, and Patrolman Lesly 
were 
sTRUCK BY STONES AND QUITE SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 

Half a dozen othérs were also bit, but only 
siigbtiy bruised. Many of the mob were severe- 
ly clubbed by the police, and one man is 
believed to have been left in such eondition 
that he will die tonigut. About a dozen arrests 
bave been made. These occurrences will Lave 
the effect of inducing the authorities to apply 
more severe measures to maintain order, and it 
need surprise no one if some bloody scenes 
occur during the next few days. 


Team Owners. 

The West Side Team-Owners’ Union held a 
meeting last night at No. 631 Indiana street, Mr. 
McQuaid presiding. The object was to appoint 
a committee to attend the meeting of the South 
Side Union next Sunday and protest against 
their enforcement of the union price—§5 per 
day—0on and after that date. Posters from the 
South Side Union were distributed making this 
announcement, and also that the initiation fee 
ot the union would be increased to $2. The 


West Side teamsters do not believe business is 

enough to warrant the enforcement just 
yet of the union schedule. About July 1, they 
think, will be soon enough. The South Side 
men expect to begin bau! brick next week, 
and want to get a day from the start in that 
work. It was stated in the meeting 
that more teamsters in the city are 
working their teams for $3 to $3.50aday than 
there are gettiuz $4 to 85. Mr. McAvoy, of the 
South Side Union, was present, and made a 
etrong protest against working for less than the 
union price. There was no money, be said, in 
working a team for less than $5 a day. .He 
would let them stand idle first. The discussion 
took a wider range, and the price and quality of 
feed were talked of. The teamsters concluded 
that no feed obtainabie in the city was as good 
for working-borses as oats, even at the present 
price of 0 cents a busbel, but it was deciared 
that no first-class Oats could be had at the city 
feed stores. They did not keep the No. land 
No. 2 grades, but only rejected.“ It was de- 


cided that when the association got in 
good working order they would send 
& man out and du the t onts 
on the track by car-loads. Mr. 


McAvoy said a horse wanted good food as well 
as a man. One cause of so much sickness 
among the horses in the city was the musty and 
rotten oats which were fed. The question of li- 
cense was also discussed. Most of the teamsters 
= paid the city license of $5 ayear. Mr. 

cAvoy said be didn’t pay any license, and 
would not until all four-wheeled wagors and 
carriages in the city were compelled to pay li- 
cense. He had looked into: the state law, and 
believed every wagon should pay a license. If 
the teamsters would make a test case and re- 
fuse to pay while others went free the question 
would soon be settied. On the question of driv- 
ing on the boulevards, it was said if a teamster 
took his family in his heavy wagon on the boule- 
vards for pleasure he could not be molested or 
driven off. Some doubted this statement. They 
bad seen farmers in light wagoas driven off 
Washington boulevard.

THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 
WHAT THE MANAGERS THINK OF THE COI- 
VIN ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance introduced into the Council 
Monday night by Ald. Colvin for the acquisition 
of the Rxposition Buliding by the city does not 
seem to have caused m than a ripple among 
the Exposition — * A TRIBUNE reporter 
had a brief talk on the question yesterday after- 
noon with Mr. James H. Dole, the President, who 
bas justreturned from New York, whither he 
went a couple of weeks ago to secure the loan of 
a large numder of pictures for the fall exhibi- 
tion. I do not believe.” said Mr. Dole, that 
the ordinance will pass. Every season for the 
past six years somewhat similar ordinances have 
been introduced in the Council, but none of 
them was passed. There are some of the Alder- 
men who doubtiess imagine that the 
stockholders have been réceiving large divi- 
dends. This is not so. Nearly ali of 
the carnings after the payment of running ex- 
penses, insurance, etc., have been consumed in 
making valuable improvements with a view of 
giving a permanency to the structure, The 
yearly exposition brings a vast concopreé of 
peopie from the interior to the city. Many of 
these visitors are merchants, and they take the 
opportunity to enter into commercial relations 
here which must prove of lasting benefit to the 
city. The ordinary visitors from the country 
take advantage of the exposition in order to do 
their shopping here, and the retail merchants 
get the benetit. The annual profits resulting to 
the trade of the city are far in excess of any 
profits that might be realized from the building 
were it in the possession of the city authorities. 

Seeretary Reynolds expressed pretty much the 
same view as t of President Dole, and further 
remarked that if the city should succeed in 
forcing the Ex position Company to pay a ground- 
rent and also taxes on the building and ma- 
chinery the efforts ot the — — in providing 
an attractive exposition would be seriously crip- 
pled. The men who have invested their money 
im the building did not do so with the hope of 
making u protitable speculation out of it. They 

ut their money into it with the hope of benefit- 

ng the city, and they believe that the city has 
in the aggregate profited far more, from a Dusi- 
ness point of view, than the paltry few thou- 
sand dollars the ordinance hopes tosecure in the 
way of back rent and taxes. 

The Mayor was askea yesterday his opinion of 
Ald. Colvin's ordinance looking to the city’s tak- 
ing possession of the Exposition Building, but 
he declined to say anything. ‘The same question 
was up a year ago, and his Honor was then seck- 
ing opinions himself, and got the following from 
Corporation-Ceunsel Adams as to the power of 
the city in the matter: 

“2 o Inter-State [ndustrial Exposition has 
since May 1, 1876, occupied the premises in ques- 
tion without any per ion whatever and mere- 
ly at sufferance. 

“2. That by the terms of its own petition for 
permission to occupy the premises,and by the 
terms of the resolution passed in conformity 
with that petition, it is bound to remove the 
building from the premises when ordered so to 
do by the city. 

“83. The luter-State Industrial Exposition, by 
permitting the railroad company to occupy any 
part of the premises, directly violated the terms 
upon which the association was —— to 
erect the Exposition Building and occupy the 
premises. 

It the city desires possession of the premises, 
and the association declines to surrender such 
possession peaceably, | have no doubt that it 
can be ousted by an action at law.” 

This vpinion was not acted upon for reasons 
best known to the Council; but since the sub- 
ject has been revived, it is.suid that the Exposi- 
tion Company has always stood ready to pay a 
fair rental for the land they occupy, and that 
the only reason they have aot paid anything is 
that they have never been asked to. 


BEATEN AND ROBBED. 


ADVENTURES OF A BIG-HORN MINER IN A

SUBURBAN, 
PULLMAN. 

A party of distinguished railroad officials vis- 
ited Pullman yesterday by special train over the 
Illinois Central. The party also comprised sev- 
eral prominent business-men of the city, offi- 
dals of the Pullman Company, and quite a num- 
ber of ladies. Among those in attendance were 
George B. Koberts, resident; J. N. McCullough, 
Vice-President; William A. Baldwin, Manager; 
and F. Stataper, Chief Engineer of the Peunsyl- 
vania Company; James McCree, Manager, 
and M. Becker, Chief Engineer of the 
Pun-Handle Railroad; James Wood, Superin- 
tendent ot Motive Power, and C. D. Law, Su- 
perintendent of the West Division of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago; W. K. Ackerman, 
President, B. F. Ayer, General Solicitor, E. T. 
Jeffery, Superintendent, and J. C. Welling, Au- 
ditor, of the Lilinois Centra! ilroad; 4 M.

By the terms of the contract 
between the Calumet & Chicago Canal & Dock 
Company and the road, a iar tract of land is 
given to the roud on the condition that the gen- 
eral construction and repair shops of the divis- 
ion be forever maintained at that place. Work 
is to be begun before July 1, 1882. and $200,000 
expended before July 1, 188% After ula.

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GAUNT FAMINE. 


Five Thousand People in Patrick 
County, Virginia, Brought to the Verge 
of Starvation—Piti{ul Scenes of Sul- 
fering. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribunc. 
DANVILLE, Va., June 13.—Your correspondent 
has just returned from a ride through the lower 
end of Patrick County, where the people are 

Starving, and some are dead from want of some- 

thing to eat. Going with a party of three in a 

light spring wagon, in which were placed three 

barrels of shelled corn—all it would carry—the 
party, after leaving the railroad station, went 
throug Franklin County, and, after a ride of six 
bours,-passed into Patrick. The trip was rough 
and tedious, the roads narrow and mouuta inous 
and in an almost impassable condition owing 
to the recent heavy rains in that city. At the 
first house beyond the border line the party 
stopped and went in. A man, his wife, three 
children, and a negro cook were there, and toid 

a pitiabie tale of their sufferings. They had not 

tasted bread or grain of any kind for five days, 

and bad eked outa painful existence by living 
on such early vegetabies as they could get. 

When told that they could help them- 

seives to some. of the shelled coro at 

one of the barrels they rushed eager- 
ly to the wagon and fell ravenously upon 

it, eating the rawcorn by the handful with a 

keen relish, Their nearest neighbor was four 

miles, and was in a like deplorable condition. 

Everywhere the party went the same story of 

suffering was told, and the faces of the poor peo- 

ple spoke more eloquently tban words, the cbil- 
dren especially presentizZ an appearance of 
epaciation and wanness heartrending. It takes 

ut a week of hard traveling to reach Patrick 

County, and the people, it seems, put off too 

long their appeals to the outside worid for belp. 

The cry heard on all sides from them is, Give 

us corn and flour.“ Durmg the past two 

weeks their struggles to keep up me 
have deen terrible, and every expedient 
has been resorted to. Every known weed 
that was not poisonous was cooked, but unfort- 
unately the season Bas been so backward that 
many wild salads have not yet sprung up. The 
late spring weather killed the cherries, while 
the early cabbage plants have been nearly all 
that was left in the scant gardeus of the unfort- 

unate mountaineers, and these were eaten up a 

week ago, many of them not being over three 

inches in highth. Tbus by a series of unprece- 
dented and unforeseen evils over tive toousand 

— 4 in the most remote section of the State 
ave been brought to starvation. The reports 

of their condition have not been exaggerated, 
and their situation is daily growing worse. Ke- 
lief committees are out in Danville, Richmond, 
and other cities of the State,and are making 
great efforts to get supplies. 


THE IRON MARKET,

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—While the suspen- 
sion of the iron milis bas not as yet had any bad 
effect upon the market, the sudden demand for 
increased tankage, owing to the strike in the oil 
region, has caused an advance to three cents in 
price for tank iron, and that is paid for August 
deliveries, and the demand is urgent for foundry 
irons.
